ANOTHER LETTER FROM A YOUNG ILLINOIS 


OFFICER 


Vicxssune, May 2, 1563. 

“We have the rebels completely surrounded 
in thelr own “Gibraltar,” is no chance 
for their cecape, and as soon as everything 
can be got in readiness, Gep.
